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I The claims will be rejected on the same grounds as were established in the previous Office actions. The Applicants arguments filed 
\ 03/14/05 are not persuasive. Scholz I (US 4,378,972) teaches a volumetric titration reagent comprising iodine and imidazole of a 
structural formula represented in claim 1. Scholz II teaches a coulometric reagent comprising a mixture of imidazole and an imidazole 
derivative of the same structural formula and iodide instead of iodine. The only significant difference between volumetric and coulometr 
reagents, express^ly indicated by Scholz is the presence of iodine in volumetric, and iodide in coulometric reagents. The mixture of 
imidazole and its derivative does not affect the chemistry of the reaction, but optimize its conditions. It would have been obvious for 
any person of ordinary skill in the art to use the mixture of imidazole and its derivative proposed by Scholz for coulmetric reagent for 
volumetric reagent exclusively for purposes of optimizing reaciton conditions. There is no need for the prior art to indicate the ways of 
optimizing ratio of the known components, as the case law unambiguosly indicates: In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233 (CCPA 1955): "the use o 
optimum amount of a known reactant is within the ambit of one skilled in the art". What comprises optimization of the reaction 
conditions is in th scope of skills of any routineer in the art, for which no guidance of the prior art is required. 
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
